The city cou ncil was to hav e met 
last night and passed the appropria­ 
tion ordinance bu t the city “Dads’’ 
nev er cou nted on a change in the law 
and the meeting was called off as 
well as the ordinance. The last legis­ 
latu re amended the law, making it 
necessary to pass the appropriation 
ordinance by the first of September 
instead of October I as had been 
the case. 
The city attorney made the dis­ 
cov ery after it was too late and the 
old ordinance or the same appropria­ 
tion that was made for last y ear 
will hav e to stand for this y ear. The 
one dollar lev y on each one hu ndred 
dollars will again he in effect. Think­ 
ing that the law was the same the 
cou ncil waited and wou ld hav e had 
plenty of time to pass the ordinance 
had October I, been the time 
limit. 
Ev en the cou nty au ditor 
did 
not 
know of the change in the law and 
made his report to the city clerk giv ­ 
ing the amou nt of tax able property 
in the city orjly last week. 
The report from the au ditor 
was 
necessary in order that the cou ncil 
might know how mu ch money to ex ­ 
pect for the coming y ear. 
The 
net 
total of tax able property as giv en in 
the au ditor’s report 
is 
$2,9 8 7 ,6 8 3. 
This is an increase of almost $100,- 
000 ov er the preceeding y ear. 
With 
the old ordinance in force the city 
will hav e abou t $2,8 00 more money to 
draw from than it did last y ear. 
In order to get enou gh money to 
ru n the city it was planned to raise 
the lev y bu t tins cannot be done now. 


The lev y of one dollar according to 
some of the cou ncilmen is not enou gh 
and the city is forced 
to 
borrow 


money and in some departments no 


appropriation is ev en made. 
A case 


of this is the city park. 
There is no 
appropriation for the city park and

When he decamped at Sey mou r 
and went to Greensbu rg, he left be­ 
hind a hoard bill of $25 becau se of 
which the police were looking for him 
While in Greensbu rg Weber deposi­ 
ted a check signed by him on the Sey ­ 
mou r National bank for $18 4.35. Ile 
told the Greensbu rg bank officials he

Recently Attorney General Honan 
gav e an u nofficial opinion in which he 
said the farmer cou ld not work ou t 
more than $20 in road tax in any one 
township, according to the law. 
The 
Ru sh cou nty officials are 
going 
t<J 
adhere to that ru ling becau se they 
believ e it is the nearest 
to 
official 
that they can get. 
Up at Richmond the cou nty attor­ 
ney , Wilfred Jessu p, has constru ed 
the statu te to mean that the amou nt 
of $20 max imu m road tax es assessed 
on real estate may be worked in any 
road district in which the assessed 
real estate is situ ated, be the same 
in different districts in one township 
or in 
different 
townships 
of 
the 
cou nty or irr different cou nties in the 
state. 
This holding is entirely dif­ 
ferent from tile interpretation made 
by the attorney general. 


The statu te prov ides 
that 
“any 
person owing tax es so assessed on 


real estate shall be permitted to work 
ou t the same u p to the 
amou nt

$20 as nearly as practicable in the 


road district in which su ch real es­ 
tate lies, and on tax es

Richmond , Va., who, the p olice ar 
conv inced , is the slay er of Josep h Sha 
lansk y , clothing merchant, beaten and 
strangled to d eath in the Oneid a hotel 
Mond ay night. 
If Ellis escap es arrest he will hav e 
to elu d e a network sp read from city to 
city and town to town throu ghou t the 
nation. By this time the p olice of the 
entire cou ntry are on the alert, each 
one with the d etailed d escrip tion of 
the su p p osed mu rd erer d rilled into his 
brain. 
Id entified from a p hotograp h by 
Lewis and Jacob Shalansk y , sons of 
the mu rd ered man, as the nattily - 
d ressed stranger who, in the gu ise of 
a salesman, lu red their father away 
from his store at 439 East Washington 
street, Ellis or Fred Brok aw, Fred Bo­ 
ley , R. White, W. R. And erson or any 
one of half a d ozen other aliases u n­ 
d er which he is believ ed to hav e com­ 
mitted amazingly d aring robberies in 
other cities, has a bare chance to es­ 
cap e, Ind ianap olis d etectiv es believ e. 


Series of Bold Crimes. 


The series of bold crimes in other 
large cities that was rev ealed by the 
mu rd er of Shalansk y has startled the 
cou ntry . 
From 
Philad elp hia, Pitts­ 
bu rg, Toled o, Clev eland , Lou isv ille and 
other cities come stories of d aring rob­ 
beries in hotel rooms, each cq mmitted 
by a y ou ng man answering the d escrip ­ 
tion of Ellis. The method u sed by the 
criminal in each case was similar, and 
the v ery bold ness of his op erations 
su ggests insanity . 
Id entification was mad e p ossible by 
the d iscov ery of a circu lar by Cap tain 
of Detectiv es Holtz. The circu lar, sent 
ou t by the Pittsbu rg p olice d ep artment 
sev eral week s ago, bore the p ictu re of 
the y ou ng man who is believ ed to hav e 
slain Shalansk y . 
In the circu lar his 
name was giv en as Fred Brok aw, want 
ed in the Pennsy lv ania city for a rob­ 
bery similar in many resp ects to the 
crimes rep orted in other cities. 
Cap tain Holtz was stru ck by the sim­ 
ilarity of this Brok aw’s op erations to 
those of Shalansk y ’s slay er, and he 
noticed that the d escrip tion of Brok aw 
tallied with that of the mu rd er su s­ 
p ect here. He tu rned the p ictu re ov er 
to Detectiv e Hall and within an hou r 
the p ictu re had been recognized as 
th at of Ellis by the two sons of Sha 
lansk y and by W. C. Mov er, d ay clerk 
at the Oneid a hotel. 
All asserted th at they believ e the 
Brok aw of Pittsbu rg is the .Joseph El­ 
lis (his real name) of Richmond , Va , 
or the W. R. And erson of Ind ianap olis. 
The sons d id not hesitate in their 
id entification. 
They glanced at the 
p ictu re together and in the same 
breath both ex claimed : 
“Why , th at’s 
the man who called for father.”

Robert F. Wagner, p resident 
p ro tem of the senate, will attest that 
the articles were p resented to him. and 
Patrick E. McCabe, clerk of the sen 
ate, will testify that he serv ed the ar­ 
ticles on Gov ernor Su lzer. 
All this WPI be done q u ick ly .

imp eachment managers will then call 
Mr. Schiff. the first witness, “as to the 
facts.” 
The nex t two will be Abram 
L. Elk u s, who, according to Frawley 
committee testimony , contribu ted $500 
for Mr. Su lzer’s camp aign, and Henry 
Morgenthau , who gav e $1,000.
